Army Won't Fight 
Reserve Contracts 


WASHINGTON — 'The Army 
this week denied that it was op- 
posed tothe “Reserve Term: Re- 
tention Plan”, legislation . for 
which was sent to the Hill by the 
Defense Department last week. 

' “The Department of the Army 
has supported the general concept 
of Peserve retention (or contract) 
pay since comment was. first. re- 
quested by the Department. of De- 
fense on the initial draft of the 
bill,” the Army said in a special 
statement. 

The Army said that: it “sub 
scribes to the submitted draft 
(legislation) as meeting,.in gener- 


al, the varying requirements. of 
each of the services.” 

However, the bill is not in the 
particular form recommended by 
the Army 

Army opposition to the proposal 
to .pay a Reserve officer two 


months’ pay for each year of serv- 
ice, up to two years’ pay, came in 
the debate inside the Cordiner 
committee before its final report. 

The Army has now agreed to 
support this legislative request. 
It did so only after the other serv- 
ices agreed to recognize “leader- 
ship” as a special skill for which 
such a contract might be‘ offered. 

At present, the Army admitted; 


it has no plans for using the leg- 
islation if it becomes law. 

The Army said it felt its present 
AD program for: Reserve officers, 
which offers an indefinite term 
contract (normally 18 years, un-

WASHINGTON—The Army expects a substantial cut 
in its enlisted promotion capability during the coming six 
months but practically none in officer promotions. 


According to charts submitted to 
the Army panel of the Defense Ap- 
propriations subcommittee in the 
House, a drop of 110,000 in the 
total number of enlisted grade 
changes and of about 100 in offi- 
cer grade changes is expected in 
FY 1958 over what were made in 
FY 1957. 

However, the enlisted chart was 
submitted about March 29, show- 
ing the expected FY 1957 promo- 
tions. Such estimates in the past 
have been proved by later events 
to be too conservative. 

They show 850 fewer promotions 
to E-7, 1700 fewer promotions to 
E-6, 2800 fewer te E-5, and nearly 


__ | 40,000 fewer to E-4 predicted for 


this year than quotas issued. 

Partial explanation for this is 
that some enlisted promotion 
quotas, almost all in the lower 
grades, were turned back to De- 
partment of the Army. 

What this indicates, however, is 
that. predictions made in March 
of what will be done in a 12-month 
period beginning in July are sel- 
dom accurate, particularly in the 
promotion field. 

In any event, the Army expects 
to be able to make only one-third 
as. many master sergeants, though 
its E-7 strength will go up from 
49,500 to 50,000 in the 12 months.

Girard Case 


The only person last week who appeared 
to have his wits about him in the case of Sgt. 
William S. Girard was Defense Secretary 
Wilson. American officials were on the verge 
of turning Girard over to Japanese trial, in 
the case of a woman killed while trespassing 
on U. 8. government-leased land, when Mr. 
Wilson stepped in and ordered a review of 
the whole affair. 

Godd thing, too, for an oriental version 
of lynch law seemed to be in the making. 

The Japanese woman was accidentally 
killed as she collected spent shell cases for 
sale as scrap on the Army’s Somagahara 
firing range in Japan. Civilians in the area 
had been repeatedly warned of the danger 
involved, but habitually ignored it. As a 
further warning, Sgt. Girard fired a blank 
cartridge from a grenade launcher. The 
flying case hit the woman and killed her. 

This was certainly regrettable and 
merited investigation. But the Army’s at- 
tempt to hold its own hearing, on the ground 
that the thing occurred while Girard was on 
duty, was protested by the Japanese. That 
government contended that the sergeant was 
“resting” at the time, so was off duty. It 
said further that the firing of blank ammuni- 
tion was not a normal military practice, and 
that the trial should come under the Status 
of Forces treaty providing for trial by the 
host country of civil offenses involving U. S, 
military men. 

After holding out against this argument 
for months, the Army was induced by higher 
U. S. authority in Japan to hand Girard over. 
The move was obviously dictated by a wish 
to aid the present. government, which was 
being furiously heckled on the ‘‘Somagahara 
case” by left-wing groups and newspapers. 
At this point, Mr. Wilson stepped in, but 
the matter apparently does not end there. 
The Japanese intend to bring Girard up on 
charges of “accidental manslaughter,” which 
can cost him two to 15 years in a Japanese 
prison. 

Obviously, it is important here that a 
straight course be driven in fixing the Girard 
case into its proper jurisdiction, without re- 
gard for politics or the importance of “sav- 
ing face.” For, if ever the U. S. serviceman 
gets the idea that he can be handed over to 
foreign courts for incidents arising out of 
his performance of duty, there will be hell to 
pay. We might as well then bring everyone 

ome to the U. S8., for our soldiers overseas 
will be worthless. This would please the 
Russians. 

But of more immediate concern, per- 
haps, is the effect the pending Girard case 
may have on the Status of Forces treaties we 
have drawn up with Japan and other coun- 
tries where Americans are stationed. Despite 
some apprehension on the part of people 
anxious to preserve “the rights” of Amer- 
icans overseas, these agreements have 
worked out very well. In the year ending 
Nov. 30, 1956, for example, 4437 servicemen 
went to trial in foreign courts—most of them 
for traffic violations—but only 108 went to 
jail. One wonders what the comparable score 
would be in U. S. courts ovefSeas, or in the 
U. S. itself. 

Now we may expect to see growing from 
this current cause celebre further agitation 
in this country to cease subjecting “our boys” 
to foreign justice, even if they break foreign 
laws. The outcry will come from both the 
left and the right. It will be necessary for 
most of us to maintain a sense of balance— 
and at the same time make sure that Sgt. 
Girard is dealt with justly. 
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A Need for the Retired

When the time 
comes for the eager college grad to choose 
between a desk with an apple on.it and 
a Cadillac, only the altruist chooses the 
former.

He has learned a lot, he has had ex- 
periences that college grads can only 
dream of. He has seen battlefield tech- 
niques change from cavalry tactics to the 
war of technology. The language of the 
soldier today contains words such as geo- 
physics, electronics, astronautics, interial 
guidance.

HOW WOULD he react to the offer of 
a teacher’s position, a room full of bright 
faces, a full summer vacation, and a few 
thousand dollars a year to _ supple- 
ment his retirement check? How would 
he feel about sharing his accumulated 
knowledge and his life’s experience with 
the children who are going to need it 
much more than he does? 

Here’s the man who can put romance 
back in mathematics and not only tell 
children the brilliant future that is be- 
fore them, but in many cases, can take 
them to see it. How many potential en- 
gineers might result from a visit to any 
of our military installations? What boy 
wouldn’t find renewed interest in his 
multiplication table if that’s what it takes 
to build and fly space ships? 

The armed forces are retiring Reserve 
officers after 20 years’ service and Regu- 
lar officers at 30. This means that many 
of the best-trained men of the country, 
trained at tens of thousands of dollars 
expense, are retired at 40 to 50 years of

To Ex-Officers?

{ Our Army Times proposal to grant early retirement to 
officers involuntarily released from active duty, instead of 
forcing them to enlist to protect the retirement annuity 
equity they’ve built up, has not been enthusiastically received 
as the solution to all the Army’s personnel problems. 





However, already there has been 


some interesting comment from 
staff members in . 
the office of the 
deputy chief of 
staff for person-# 
nel. Some liked 
the idea. One or 
two flatly op- 
posed it. Most, 
however, said 
that it was cer- 
tainly worth 
study. This has oe 
| dg encourag ‘Bourjaily 
In fact, it is ' 
sufficiently encouraging to prompt 
me to add some more comments 
— unrelated to each other, ’per- 
haps, but well related to the en- 
tire question—that have developed 
since the idea was first worked 
out. 





THIS QUESTION seem to me 
basic: Should a man who has 
served as an officer in the Army 
in times of “not-war” be required, 
or even permitted, to serve as an 
enlisted man? This question is not 
asked from the point of view of 
such an individual, but out of con- 
cern for the best interests of the 
Army. 

Career enlisted men who are 
made officers temporarily in times 
of war and then immediately re- 
vert to enlisted status when the 
fighting is ever face no problem 
nor cause any. 

But in times of not-war, when 
mobilization is limited and. draftees 
are returning to civilian life every 
day, the effect of enlisting a for- 
mer officer has very poor morale 
and public relations implications. 

What I mean is this: The reac- 
tion of the enlisted man, who is 
in the Army for a short time, and 
of the general public, to a policy 
which says: “A man who has been 
an officer is not good enough to 
enlist as a master sergeant, in fact, 
must enlist as a corporal or ser- 
geant,” is to question the compe- 
tency of the entire officer corps. 

If officers aren’t good enough 
to be rated as top noncommis- 
sioned officers, the reaction goes, 
then all the ridicule which has 
eaten away at officer prestige 
since War I, and with increasing 
effect since release of the Doolit- 
tle report, is justified. 

” + a 

THOUGH THIS may be unfair 
and unreasonable, it reflects a con- 
clusion forced on men in the serv- 
ice and out. 

From the morale and public re- 
lations point of view, then former 
officers should not be enlisted be- 
low the grade of master sergeant. 
But from the point of view of the 
career enlisted man, also import- 
ant to the Army, they should not 
be permitted to take spaces for 
which they are not qualified. 

Former officers, then, should 
not be enlisted at all. And the Re- 
serve , Officers’ Association pro- 
posal that they be given Regular 
warrants would destroy the new 
warrant officer concept of a corps 
of technicians and specialists. 

Is there then anything for for- 
mer officers except retirement?

LOOKING again at the present 

Policy and the one proposed from 


the public relations point of view, 
who is the more active, the more 
convinced supporter of the Army? 

On the one hand, under present 
|policy, you have the former offi- 
cer, released from active duty be- 
fore eligible for retirement (and 
convinced in most cases that he 
got a bum deal), who had. no 
choice but to enlist. in order to 
retire. After three,’ four, five. or 
six years, during which he may 
never have made the mental ad- 
justment from .the officer state 
of mind to that of the NCO (even 
though he may lave performed 
on the surface oustandingly as an 
enlisted man), he retires. He goes 
to live in the civilian community. 
He is bitter, understandingly so. 

In .this community are dozens, 
hundreds, thousands of veterans. 
They too remember the Army with 
bitterness, speak ridicule of the 
officer corps, if they were enlisted 
men, or ridicule the “brass” if 
they were civilian-soldier officers. 
Between the veteran group and the 
embittered former officer, Army 
prestige and public support of the 
Army remain low or fall lower. 

- * . 


UNDER THE Army Times’ pro- 
posed plan, the former officer is 
retired with his status and his dig- 
nity intact. He may feel that he was 
fired unjustly. He may run into 
this reaction, that he was “fired” 
and is therefore not quite good 
enough, from some people. 

But there is still respect for a 
retired captain, or major, or high- 
er grade, And the Army can help 
by insisting openly and publicly 
that it was budget pressure that 
forced it to release a man who was 
doing a good job. 

This former officer, now receiv- 
ing a monthly check, which in- 
creases his friendly feelings to- 
ward the Army, must be a better 
salesman for the Army than the 
first described above.

HERE ARE two thoughts. There 
are others. There have been ob- 
jections, which must be met. In 
future columns I expect to recog- 
nize and, if possible, answer them. 


This final one I must present, 
because it applies directly to the 
public relations aspect in the two 
thoughts expressed above. 

There isn’t a major company in 
the United States today that isn’t 
concerned with public relations. 
Check your television listings. 
Look at advertising in printed me- 
dia. 

Every company spends money— 
millions of dollars for the larger 
ones — on public relations. 

Whether the Army Times pro- 
posal means a net increase, over 
a period of 10 or 20 years, in re- 
tired costs, hadn’t been findlly de- 
termined. Even if‘it does, however, 
the cost can be charged to a valid 
program — public relations. 

The Army spends billions every 
year. It hires millions of people. 
It affects tens of millions of others. 
A business this size that spent $200 
milfion a year on public relations 
would be considered conservative. 
The Army- would not spend nearly

While Japanese lawmakers de- 
manded in the Diet (legislature) 
in Tokyo that the American be 
tried quickly, by Japanese courts, 
Congressmen in Washington came 
to the soldier’s defense.

| However, this gross cut amounts 
ito a $309,575,000 (million) reduc-

The cuts came largely in three 
areas. Money to be taken from 
the Treasury’s general fund for 
military personnel payments was 
reduced by $436 million. But $400 
million, to come from the excess 
cash in the Army stock fund ($350 
millien) and in the Army indus- 
trial fund ($50 million), was trans- 
ferred to the military personnel 
appropriation, leaving a net reduc- 
tien of $36 million. 

“These reductions,” the commit- 
tee report says, “should not be in- 
terpreted as a recommendation for 
a reduction in troop strength.” 

. o + 

THE COMMITTEE is very spe- 
cifie about what the $36 million 
net reduction is to apply to. About 
$6.5 million comes out of money 
asked fer reenlistment pay. The 
committee does not think that 
Army reenlistments during FY 
1958 will be as high as the Army 
says they will. 

About $1.5 million has been cut 
from the money asked for flight 
pay. The committee says that 
planes will not be delivered to the 
Army as rapidly as scheduled. It 
bases this statement on past ex- 
perience. Therefore the money 
isn’t needed, it says. 

Lesses among older men with 
dependents, which will be made 
up by the enlistment or drafting 
of younger men, will cut the need 
fer money to pay dependents al- 
lowances, the committee states. It 
cut this request by $5.1 million. -

BIGGEST CUT in military per- 
sonnel funds is in travel money. 
The eommittee praised the Army 
fer its efforts in reducing money 
spent on travel, particularly PCS. 
But it expressed dissatisfaction 
that the Army has found Gyro- 
scope costs more money, rather 
than less. When the program was 
originally put into effect, it was 
justified on the basis that it would 
mean savings. The Army testified 
it found an increase in Gyroscope 
requirements of $7.9 million in 
travel money. 

For this reason, and to force 
the Army to make still further 
travel savings, the committee cut 
$22.9 million from its request for 
$222.9 million for travel. 

These four specific cuts equal 
the $36 million net cut in money 
for military personnel.

THE COMMITTEE cut about 
a quarter ef a billion dollars from 
the Army’s request for operation 
and maintenance funds. It said 
that this cut was to be pro-rated 
among most of the activities cov- 
ered in this $3 billion-plus appro- 
priation. However, it suggested 
that the Army continue its “de- 
ferred maintenance” program for 
putting barracks and other struc- 
tures in bettér shape. 

Last major cut came in the 
Army’s request for new money to 
buy arms and eguipment. The 
committee reduced the Army’s 
$583 million request — the first 
since the Korean War—to $67 mil- 
lion. 

This cut of $516 million, how- 
ever, is no reduction in money 
available to be spent during the 
next 12 months. It means that 
the Army will have less flexibility 
in planning and “obligating” funds 
tebe spent in the next year (FY 
1959).

THE PRIVILEGE BAN applies 
to all “unauthorized” dependents, 
regardless of the rank of the spon- 
sor. However, though this may ap- 
ply to wives and children of senior 
NCOs and officers, particularly of 
the Air Force where short tours 
overseas are common, it will apply 
mostly to the dependents of men 
in grade E-4, who have less than 
four years’ total service, and lower 
grades. 


Defense officials said they have 
long wrestled with the problem of 
these dependents who cannot find 
the kind of housing they should 
live in or live in the manner that 
the national interest (American 
prestige in foreign countries) re- 
quires. 

These were the principal reasons, 
apparently, as well as the heavy 
cost which also contributed, in 
issuing the harassment order.

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Reserve Enlistments Soar 
Under Impetus of the Draft

The sudden surge of recruits into the National Guard and the Army Reserve is doubt- 
less due to a number of causes. First, perhaps, is the opportunity offered to young men 


between the ages of 17 and 18% to 
enlist for six months’ active duty 
training, followed by three years in 
a “ready” unit of the Guard or Re- 
serve during which they must at- 
tend 48 evening drill periods an- 


- nually and turn out each year for 


two weeks of field training. By 
so doing, they can be transferred 
to the Standby 
Resetve for the 
remainder of 
their total re- 
serve obligation 
of 8 years, and 
they will be ad- 
ministratively ex- 
empted from be- 
ing called up un- 
der the Selective 
Service law for 
two years in the 
Regular Army. 
This proposition seems to be at- 
tractive to many young men. It 
has the advantage of getting their 
active training period behind them, 
after which they can go ahead with 
their education, their personal 
plans or their search for a job 
with a future. 

But young men of another cate- 
gory are also joining up in increas- 
ing numbers—these are men al- 
ready of draft age (1842-26) who 
have not yet been called by their 
draft boards. These men are now 
allowed to enlist for six months’ 
active training followed by 6 years 
of service in the Ready Reserve 
(including the National Guard) on 
the same 48-drills-plus-2 weeks’- 
field-training basis. Many of these 
young men have experienced the 
frustrations and impediments that 
their vulnerability to the draft puts 
in their way, and have grabbed at 
the chance to get it over with. 

* * ~ 

THE NET RESULT is that the 
Army National Guard has reached 
a strength of 436,000, and the 
“drill” units of the Army Reserve 
now have a total strength of 264,- 
000. The authorized number on 
a pay-drill status for the Guard in 
this fiscal year is 400,000, and of 
the Army Reserve 256,000. 

Thus the Army National Guard 
is 36,000 over-strength, and the Re- 
serve 8,000. 

So far as manpower is con- 
cerned, these two important ele- 
ments of our reserve military 
forces are suffering from an em- 
barrassment of riches. 


In consequence, a strong appeal 
is being made to Congress to pro- 
vide additional funds for the re- 
mainder of this fiscal year (until 
June 30) and probably for the next 
fiseal year also. Meanwhile, re- 
cruiting for the Guard is continu- 
ing, but for the Army Reserve a 
temporary halt has been called un- 
til July 1. 

It would be unfortunate if lack 
of funds were to compel the dis- 
continuance of either program for 
any considerable length of time. 
What can be done, however, is to 
work out a “quality rather than 
quantity” set of standards, under 
which the recruits permitted to 
enlist under the new dispensations 
will be carefully selected, and high 
standards of performance can be

required both during the six 
months of active duty training, and 
subsequently in the Guard or Re- 
serve unit to which the man is 
assigned, Failure to meet required 
standards of performance at any 
time during this period can result 
in the man being discharged and 
again made subject to the opera- 
tion of the Selective Service laws 
—and his period of active duty 
training doesn’t count against his 
two years of drafted service, if he 
is called up.

THE OPPORTUNITY for raising 
the level of training, and therefore 
of readiness for action, of the 
Army National Guard and Reserve 
is one which deserves the most 
careful study. A dependable flow 
of pre-trained recruits has always 
been the basic manpower require- 
ment for these forces, so that the 
units themselves can devote the 
whole of their weekly drill-time 
and annual field-service to unit 
training with men who have al- 
ready had their basic training and 
a preliminary period of training 
in a military specialty. 

Probably additional regular per- 
sonnel and facilities will be needed 
for any enlarged training program, 


and this will be an additional cost 
over and above the drill-pay for 
the additional numbers going into 
the units. Whether the “ceiling” 
of 400,000 for the Army National 
Guard ought to be increased is 
also a question to be examined 
with care—the ideal would be to 
bring all National Guard combat 
units up to full strength, which 
would mean a ceiling of 600,000 
or more. This may not be pos- 
sible in an economy year, but it 
should be remembered that part- 
time soldiers cost a great deal less 
than full-time soldiers, provided 
they can be brought to a level of 
readiness which fits the require- 
ments of this split-second age. 


all this access of enlistments in 
the “part time Army” is, of course, 
the existence and active operation 
of Selective Service. Authority 
for compulsory induction under 
that law will expire on June 30, 
1959. It’s not too early now to 
start thinking about this fact, and 
to realize that, on every count and 
from every angle, a continuous 
flow of military manpower requires 
the renewal of the authority to 
induct if the volunteers stop com- 
ing forward.

Corps identified five MOSs in Cir- 
cular 611-4 for which there is a 
need but for which there is no 
ferme] training at the present 
time. 

In the circular it suggested that 
Fixed ‘Station Facilities Control- 
lers (MOS 273) can be trained by 
giving on-the-job training and ex- 
perience to men with MOS 271 
(Fixed Station Receiver Repair- 
man) or MOS 272 (Fixed Station 
Transmitter Repairman) at an 
Army Command and Administra- 
tion Communicetion Network 
(ACAN facility). The latter two 
MOS’s are awarded after school 
training and units needing men 
qualified in MOS 273 are encour- 
aged to follow this method of fill- 
ing their’ needs. 

Needs for Microwave Radio

Belvoir Chemists Develop 
Big Crystal for Research 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.— Chem- 
ists at the Engineers’ Research and 
Development Laboratories here 
have grown a 32-pound thallium 
chloride crystal for AEC-supported 


nuclear physics research at the 
synchroton laboratory of the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology, 
Pasadena, Calif. 

The crystal will provide means 
of measuring high energy elec- 
trons, X-rays, mesons and other 
atomic components produced by 
the synchroton, or by the penetra- 
tion of the synchroton X-ray beam 
through targets of various ele- 


ments. 
These particles are directed 
against the end surface of the 


crystal and absorbed. Their ener- 
gies are then converted to emit- 
ted light called “Cerenkov Radia- 
tion.” The intensity of this light 
is measured quantitatively by elec- 
tronic instrumentation. 

The crystal, seven inches long

and six inches in diameter, was 
grown in a specially designed 
“furnace” . by chemists of the 


Laboratories’ materials branch. 
Newell F. Blackburn and Robert 
D. Beadle were instrumental in its 
development. 

The development of materials 
and growing techniques used in 
the production of large single 
synthetic crystals of high optical 
clarity at the laboratories dates 
back to War II, when the Corps 
of Engineers first became inter- 
ested in the application of infra- 
red detection systems. Selected 
crystalline materials furnish an 
efficient means of energy trans- 
mission and dispersion into the 
far infrared regions.

in Army policy concerning the en- 
listment rights of former officers 
is understandable.

Army I am sure justice will be 
done. \

Mexican War 
Diary Given 
To Academy 


WEST POINT, ‘N.Y.—-The U.S. 
Military Academy last, week  rep- 
ceived the original, hand-illustrated 
Mexican War diary of Samuel Em- 
ery Chamberlain, an Army, private 
in that war who later became a 
Civil War general. 

The presentation was. made by.|, 
Roger Butterfield, staff writer for 
Life magazine and the man re- 
sponsible for the research leading 
to the findings of the manuscript 
and its publication in serial form 


by the magazine and book form by | 


Harper and Brothers last year. 

The Chamberlain memoirs are 
generally considered to bé the most | 
graphic and significant source of 
information on the Mexican War 
which has yet been discovered. 
They are the private record of a 
man who ran away from home at 
the age of 15, to spend the next| 
several years roaming and fighting | 
his way through Mexico and the 
Old West. 

Chamberlain enlisted in the Civil 
War as a volunteer, was severely 
wounded, and emerged from the 
conflict as a brevet brigadier gen- 
eral. He completed his Mexican 
War diary in the period from 1854 
to 1861, using his wartime sketch- 
book as guide. 

The single leather-bound volume 
of: memoirs contains 369 pages of 
fine, scriptlike writing, with scores 
of illustrations by the author that 
are brilliantly colored and packed 
with action. Many details of Mex- 
ican War uniforms, equipment and 
battle formations are given, adding 
te the store of knowledge concern: 
ing U.S. history.

NO, SAYS NEW STUDY 


Do Voters Prefer . 
Vets to Non-Vets? 


OTERS are apparently little impressed 
—if at all—by whether or not a candi- 
date for the House of Represéntatives is 
a veteran. The two major political parties, how- 
ever, favor veterans over ,non-veterans in. selecting 
candidates. 

These are among the findings of a study made 
by two New York University faculty members — 
Dr. Albert Somit, associate professor of government, 
and Dr. Joseph Tanenhaus, assistant professor of 
government. Both men teach at’ NYU’s Graduate. 
School.of Arts and Science. An article by them 
describing the study appears in the current (ey? 
issue. of the “Journal of Politics. si ;

THE FACT that 55 Sai of those elected to 
the House from 1950 to 1954 Were veterans (a 
“significant statistical overrepresentation”) is .al- 
most entirely due to the manner in which the two 
major parties nominate their candidates, according ~ 
to the authors. 

“The belief that veterancy is a valuable campaign 
asset has become one of the more widely accepted 
dogmas in our political folklore,” the NYU profes- 
sors state. It is surprising, they add, that although 
much has been written on the role of the veteran 
and veterans’ organizations in American politics, 
little attention has been devoted to the significance 
of veteran status in the electoral process itself 

The author found that the electorate, when given 
a choice between a veteran and a non-veteran, 
showed no consistent preference for one or the other,

How Outboard Motor Got Started 


OME 16 million Americans go boating 
in the summer, thanks largely to the 
outboard motor. The story of the develop- 
ment of the outboard motor goes back to the mid- 
dle of the 19th century. 

In 1864, a Frenchman named de Sanderal 
fashioned a multi-motcr boat which some his- 
torians consider the forerunner of today’s out- 
board. The craft was driven by no less than five 
propellers, four of which were mounted at each 
corner of a rectangular hull with the fifth mounted 
conveniently at the transom. 

The engine must have resembled a foundry for 
it was much too heavy and caused considerable 
drag. The fact that it depended upon steam for 
power didn’t help matters and de Sanderal re- 
tired quietly. 

Within the next 20 years, a host of Frenchmen, 
one or two Germans and a redoubtable English- 
man fashioned a number of “outboards,” several 
of them -pedal-pushers and several unsuccessful 

- steam jobs.

WILLIAM STEINWAY, who earned an early 
reputation manufacturing pianos’, became an ar- 
dent outboard motor enthusiast when he imported 
a gasoline outboard from Germany in 1892. The 
motor was the handiwork of Gottfried Daimler. 
Daimler has already proved the success of an in- 
ternal combustion engine in Germany and he and 
Steinway toyed with the idea of marketing the 
motors in this country. 

The Steinway-Daimler motor drew considerable 
attention at the Chicago World’s Fair in 1893 on 
a launch which sped to the rescue of four Corin- 
thians who spilled a sailboat in Lake Michigan.

Cameron B. Waterman, a Detroit machinist, 
patented an outboard motor whieh enjoyed modest 
success in 1907. ‘Three years prior to Waterman’s 
patent, Ole Evinrude, as a young pattern maker 
in Milwaukee was well on his way to developing 
the first commercially successful outboard. For 
Ole Evinrude, it was a love story mixed with equal 
parts of engineering talent» and ice cream.

AT THE TIME, Ole was enamored of one Bess 
Cary, a bright- eyed young lady with a penchant for 
picnics. The young couple, with two friends, had 
gone on an island outing on one of the many lakes 
west of Milwaukee. The time: mid-summer. The 
weather: hot. 

Bess Cary, with a typical feminine whim, sug- 
gested ice cream. It meant rowing three miles to 
a nearby town, but Ole Evinrude was a gallant 
swain. The mission is said to have been a success. 
While the ice cream may have melted, Ole’s ardor 
hadn’t. He and Bess were married and Ole set 
about: thinking of an easier method of propelling 
rowboats. 

The marriage of Ole Evinrude and Bess Cary 
was a success story in the happy tradition. Ole’s 
first motor went on the transom of a rented row- 
boat on the Kinnickinnic river, in downtown Mit- 
waukee,,. in. 1909. 

The first 10 Evinrude motors — single cylin- 
der, two cycle jobs — were built entirely by hand, 
weighed 62 pounds and sold at $62 each. While 
Ole worked in the shop, Bess ran the front office. 

The outboard motor has come a long way since 
Ole Evinrude introduced his first model. Fishing, 
water skiing and cruising by entire families have 
brought innovations that are now commonplace 
— quiet operation, gear shifts, generators and

HE scope of America’s mili- 

tary effort during World War 
II _ is brought home on almost 
every page of this report on Trans- 
portation Corps activities over- 
seas. The book reminds us, for 
example, that more than 400,000 
American soldiers were engaged 
in port, beach, railway, trucking, 
inland water transport, traffic 
regulating and other transporta- 
tion functions in the oversea 
theaters. 


These men handled 127-million 
tons of supplies sent overseas, 
—— 65 ports, using barges 
on the Danube, railroads in Iran 
and the Philippines, trucks all 
ever the world. And the job was 
done by a corps that had been 
newly organized and which was, 
in many areas of the Pacific, 
virtually unknown, 

Such an undertaking tan into 
fantastic problems, The climate 
ranged from Arctic to Tropical. 
Base and storage facilities didn’t 
even exist in most of the over- 
sea areas, and where they did 
exist (such as at Naples and 
Marseille), ports had been de- 
stroyed almost 100 percent. 

Railroads were wrecked by both 
sides before we even got to use 
them, and in some areas, particu- 
larly in the China and Iran areas, 
the Army had to build the roads 
before its own trucks could move 
forward with supplies. 

This latest study in the Army’s 
World War II historical series 
points up many of these problems, 
our own shortcomings, and some 
of the solutions. It reminds us 
that too many oversea commanders 
were content to use valuable 
oceangoing vessels as floating 
warehouses, while other command- 
ers failed to plan adequately for 
heavy motor equipment after the 
Normandy invasion. 

Another problem was the fail- 
ure of some of our leaders (par- 
ticularly in the Pacific) to roll 
up their supplies as they moved 
forward. It was easier to depend 
on supply lines from the U.S. than

from what had once been ad- 
vanced bases, but it was less ef- 
ficient and costlier, too.

THE BOOK also discusses some 
of the transportation techniques 
that were born during the war. It 
tells of A-frames put on newly- 


developed DUKWs, of mobile 
cranes used on_ undeveloped 
beaches, and of ponton_ break- 


waters, artificial harbors of sunken 
ships and cargo landing for am- 
phibious invasions. 

Presented here are scores of 
sidelights in this mammoth under- 
taking. We learn that the one 
hospital train sent to Europe from 
the U.S. was a failure, but that 
the Transportation Corps operated 
46 local hospital trains on the 
Continent in 1945. We learn, also. 
how Lend-Lease had one unex- 
pected advantage for us — by the 
time we got into the war, our fac- 
tories already were tooled up 
and producing equipment that 
would fit foreign railroad gauges 
and rolling stock. 

Despite the failures and frus- 
trations (spare parts were short 
throughout the war), the infant 
Transportation Corps solved most 
of its problems in time. One and 
a third million troops moved from 
England to France in 90 days, 4000 
pack animals were found ard used 
in many theaters when vehicles 
couldn’t do the job, and more than 
7 million men and all their equip- 
ment got where they were sup- 
posed to go.

A minimum of $20 per day per 
person or $600 for the 30-day pe- 
riod is allowed for each vacation- 
ing couple. And defense Dept. fig- 
ures show that the number of 
service members and their depend- 
ents are about the same. 

In other words for each and 
every one of the 1,634,656 uni- 
formed men and women serving in 
the States there is either a. wife, 
parent or child. 

So we have the potential vaca- 
tioning total of 3,269,312 persons 
in the military travel market for 
1957.

Each’ military installation has 
designated representatives titled 
“legal assistance officer” and “sur- 
vivor assistance officer” who can 
give you guidance and provide 
data - pertinent to your rights, 
benefits and privileges. 


The determination as te en- 
titlemert and actual payments 
rests with the agency concerned. 
For instance, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration is responsible for de- 
pendency and indemnity compen- 
sation, whereas Social Security 
benefits rest’ with the Social Se- 
curity Administration. 

The six-month, lump sum gra- 
tuity payment and the dependency 
and indemnity compensation re- 
ferred to in the three examples 
above are applicable only to these 
service personnel on active duty. 
However, considerable protection 
for the family after retirement 
can be obtained through the 
Uniformed Services. Contingency 
Option Act of 1953.

To Service Photo Fans in Europe

A NEW country and the prospect of exciting new visual €..,; riences inspire many an 
American serviceman to put the purchase of a camera at the head of his list almost as 


soon as he gets to Germany according to word received from Army Special Services in, 


Europe.

As for movies, the 
preference, as among civilians, is 
for 8mm. An average of 700 of 
these cameras are purchased per 
month, we learn. This figure com- 
pared to only four 16mm cameras. 

It should come as no surprise 
then to learn that Special Services 
has been kept pretty busy helping 
the lads to enjoy their hobby. This 
is being done handsomely with 
the provision of more than 150 
well-equipped photography labora- 
tories in Germany and France de- 
signed expressly to supply dark- 
room facilities for beginners and 
advanced amateurs. Fifty of these 
have been added during the past 
three years. These photo labs 
are located on Army posts or are 
part of a service club. 


DURING LEISURE time the 
soldier learns in these labs, under 
expert instruction and guidance, 
how to take, develop, enlarge and 
print pictures. How well this op- 
portunity to explore their hobby 
is utilized by the soldiers may be 
gained from the fact that the aver- 
age photo lab has around 1000 
“customers” a month and that the 
attendance figures for the past 
year have exceeded a million and 
a half. The boys like photography, 
no doubt about it. 

In addition to darkroom proc- 
essing, photographic activities 
under the program include por- 
traiture, slide and movie shows, 
cenducted photo tours, print- 


exhibit exchanges with local Ger- 
man and French clubs, monthly 
photo contests, and so on, 

Photo labs are under the techni- 
cal supervision of Margaret C. 
Fisler, photo field supervisor. The 
planning, promotion, guidance and 
execution of the photo program is 
under John R. Middents, chief of 
the crafts sub-section.

D” you read the article in a recent periodical with tips on 
how to make your husband feel he is the most important 
thing in your life?

After Living in Three Trailers, 


This Wife Thinks They're Great

WHEN my husband suggested buying a house-trailer, I 
was in turn appalled, intrigued, curious and a little bit 


leary. But with two babies a 


year apart, floors that seemed 


to get bigger and bigger every time I scrubbed, plus enor- 
mous fuel bills, I finally agreed on a trailer. 


The first trailer we owned was 


27 feet long. It had one bedroom, 


one sofa-bed with a collapsible 
side (I mean if you picked up 
one side, the other collapsed), a 
refrigerator the size of a breadbox, 
a stove that just missed being a 
hot plate . . . but the plumbing 
facilities really took the cake. They 
consisted of one sink, one faucet 
and one pail. 

So I threw away the toilet brush 
and settled down to living in a 


« trailer..Now, as I look back on 


the six somewhat hectic years 
we've lived in three different trail- 
ers and pulled them over 2000 
miles, the memories are all tinged 


with merriment. 


We lived in the first trailer for 
13 months and I could write a book 
about the things I’ve learned, like 
folding clothes in boxes put under 
the bed; storing winter clothes 
during the summer and vice versa; 
making ‘two baby beds out of one 
double bed with the addition of 
a quiltedcovered board right 
down the middle, playpens that 
magically appeared during the 
day on the same bed with the addi- 
tion of more boards; and the way 
I learned to stuff pillows in all 
my cabinets during @ move instead 
of taking everything out and pack- 
ing it. 

The next trailer we bought was 
33 feet long with’ two bedrooms 
and plumbing! We had no tub, but 
that worked out alright, My child- 
ren were still small enough to 
bathe in the sink, and a shower 
was adequate for my husband and 
myself, We were stationed in Geor- 
gia’ when orders:came through for 
oversea; duty, so we proceeded to 
pull our home ‘to Wisconsin, my 
home. As we. were crossing the 
mountains of West Virginia it 


started to snow. Never having 
pulled a ‘trailer before, I was pan- 
icky but tried not to show it. We 
started down oné of the steepest 
parts) when my husband casually

remarked that he needed to put 
some grease on the hitch-ball. A 
few minutes later, I sighted a 
filling station and told him to stop, 
He managed to pull in and weave 
the trailer out of the way of the 
pumps and cars, meanwhile - tying 
up traffic on both sides of the 
road. Getting settled was always a 
relief to us, so it was with a look 
suche as that, that my husband 
turned to me and said to go on in.

We spent a tour of duty overseas 
and stored our trailer. When we 
came back we were all happy about 
going back to housekeeping in 
our mobile home, but it seemed to 
have shrunk. The children were 
too big to bathe in the sink and 
trying to’ give two little girls 
showers was an impossibility. Their 
hair was rinsed thoroughly every 
day and so was their mother. 








We sat down and figured out 
just what we wanted in a mobile 
home and then did our shopping. 
A bathtub was the most important 


thing on our list. We looked at 
trailers that had tubs first. After 
comparing all of them, we settled 
on this one which we’ve had for 
the last three years. Incidentally, 
we plan to keep it until R-Day 
(retirement). 

There are disadvantages in liv- 
ing in a trailer and, in my estima- 
tion, a lot-of advantages. A refrig- 
erator is one item that’s never 
seemed quite big enough for us. 
Let me tell you the latest happen- 
ing about me and the refrigerator. 


We'd never had very much luck 
with our fishing, but one day my 
husband caught 15 fish, cleaned 
them, put them in salt water and 
asked me to freeze them later. I 
made a mental note to make room 
in my never-quite-big-enough freez- 
er for the fish. 

Two days later when I remem- 
bered the mental note, the fish 
smelled funny, ’so I promptly threw 
them out. Then I wondered how I 
was going to look that man in the 
eye and tell him about the fish he’d 
been so proud of. I waited till we 
went to the commissary § and 
maneuvered him. to the frozen fish 
counter . . . and told him. 

Well, we may eat hamburger 
two days in a row, but there’s an 
empty space in my freezer in case 
we ever catch 15 fish again. 

I know trailers are cramped 
living, warm in the summer, and 
no place to entertain, but to me 
they spell security. 
my husband gets his orders that 
permanent change of stations 
means our home too.

As a middleweight, he beat Al Stillman, Nor- 
wegian champion Haakon Hansen and Belgium 
ehampion Rene DeVore. In 1931 he entered the 
NBA elimination tournament to find a new mid- 
dleweight champ but was eliminated by Gorilla 
Jones in a bout stepped in the seventh round when

MEDICARE SURGERY 

Q. I am on active duty in the Army 
stationed overseas. Our daughter was 
born over here and has six toes on one 
foot. The doctors recommend removal of 
the extra toe after return to the ZI. Could 
this type of operation come under the medi- 
care program? Does the program have any 
provision for a 30-day grace period after 
release from active duty of the sponsor 
or for care during the terminal leave 
period? 

A. Surgery of dependents is authorized 
when the doctor attests it is for the pa- 
tient’s well-being. Elective surgery, which 
means care not medically indicated, is not 
authorized. This refers principally to 
surgery for cosmetic reasons. Dependents 
may be treated under the medicare pro- 
gram during the sponsor’s terminal leave. 
However, the Government’s responsibility 
ends at midnight on the date of discharge.

PROMOTION TIME 

Q. I am a Reserve major serving on 
active duty. How soon may I expect a 
Reserve promotion to lieutenant colonel? 

A. You need to serve seven years as 
Reserve major unless in the meantime you 
receive an AUS appointment to a grade 
higher than your Reserve grade.

Q. To be authorized shipment of my 
automobile overseas on a permanent change 
of station move, must the car be a recent 
model? 

A. No, but it must pass an inspection 
and must be shown to be in good working 
condition.
